FROM THE PRESIDENT— 
Do we have a quorum? 


quorum (kwor' um) n, 1. The minimum number of officers and members of a 
committee or organization, usually a majority, who must be present for the 
valid transaction of business 


As an organization incorporated under the laws of Colorado, the PPRAA must 
conduct its business legally and properly, According to the current bylaws of 
the association, we can not legally conduct business without thirty (30) percent of 
the voting members present at the meeting. This has become a problem. Our 
membership has grown although the number of persons attending meetings has not. 
One reason for this phenomena is that many people want to support the 
Association and/or receive the Association's newsletter, but don't wish to 
attend meetings. We have reached a point where we will not be able to legally 
conduct meetings unless (1) more people attend meetings or (2) we change the 
bylaws. 


The Board of Directors has voted to change the bylaws, subject to the 
approval of the membership, to reduce the number of persons required for a 
quorum at the regular monthly meeting, Based on meeting attendance over the 
last several months, the Board has recommended the quorum be set at fifteen (15) 
percent of the voting membership. And now, for the Catch-22; at January's 
meeting, there needs to be a quorum (based on the current bylaws) in order to 
vote the change. 


All members of the Association are encouraged to attend the January meeting 
to ensure a quorum is present, thus allowing the Association to amend its 
current bylaws, Please check your calendars and, if possible, plan to attend 
January's meeting. In addition, please contact other members and encourage them 
to attend, Your Association needs your help! Without it, this problem could 
[prevent the Association from conducting its business. I hope to see you 
there.

SECOND ANNOUNCEMENT!!! 


BYLAWS CHANGES: 


The Board of Directors has recommended changes to the existing bylaws of 
the Association. The proposed new bylaws and a summary of the changes was 
distributed at the December meeting. The members will be asked to vote on the 
proposed changes at the January meeting. A summary of the key changes 


1, Article II. Section 1.a.: Residency in the Pikes Peak Region added to 
the eligibility requirement to be a full member. 


2. Article II. Section 1.c.: Family members only entitled to vote if they 
hold an amateur license and meet residency requirement. 


3. Article II. Section 3.: Clarifies that officers are elected at the annual 
meeting, 


4, Article Il. Section 5.: Reduces the percentage of attendees needed for a quorum 
to fifteen percent 


5. Article III, Section 6: Adds "in person" as a method of communicating notice 
of meeting, 


6, Article IV. Section 1.: States that officers must first be members of the Board 
and further states that officers continue as board members concurrent with their 
tenure as officer and that term as board member is unaffected by term as officer. 


Note: This change is in accordance with both the current bylaws and the 
Articles of Incorporation filed with the State. This change is not intended 
make it more difficult to run for office or preclude nominations for an 
officer from the floor—it clarifies the point that officers are members 

of the Board (concurrent with their position as an officer) and provides 
the method for ensuring the members of the Board are elected first as 
required by the Articles of Incorporation. 


7. Article X Section 3.: New section defines and requires Standing Orders to 
be kept by the Secretary of the Association.

ANYONE INTERESTED IN A NEW 
KIND OF ANTENNA? 


The following excerpt was taken from a letter to 

the PPRAA from Gordon L. Schmeh, W7LVU, 

of Bellevue, Washington, Al Craig, N21WZ, the 
letter in its entirety. 


Gatterdownspout Antenn: 

Tn view of the fact that our home is in a 
‘Townhome complex of 84 units, with our 
particular unit being the first of 5 at the head of 
the road into the complex, hence the restriction 
on external antennas, a different setup. 

T have whips inside the garage but they are 
nowhere nearly as effective as the 
Gutterdownspout unit. I've connected the 
various physical joints with Pop-Rivets in insure 
continuity and the Coax is connected to the 
bottom of the downspout where it goes into the 
gutter drain. My ground system is the ground 
rod of the Phone and Cable TS system, to which 
T've connected a 38 foot wire and imbedded it in 
the crack between garage and drive way covered 
swith asphalt and at the transmitter I use an 
MFI-931 Artificial Ground, and with this setup 
‘on all bands 80 thru 10 meters am able to tune 
satisfactorily with the SWR meter setting at 
Zero Reflected power, adjusting for frequency 
difference on the bands themselves, and no 
problems of TVI to myself or neighbors, And it 
works better when raining
